Focus  on  Leadership 


The  pivotal  scene  of  the 

BOOK  OF  ESTHER  occurs  in  the 
fourth  chapter  when  Mordechai 
informs  Queen  Esther  of  Hainan's 
dastardly  plans  for  the  Jews  of  Persia. 
Having  hidden  her  Jewish  identity  from 
King  Ahashverosh,  Esther  understandably 
demurs  at  the  prospect 
of  risking  all  the 
comforts  of  her 
royal  existence  on 
behalf  of  her  people. 
Moreover,  there  were 
no  guarantees  that  her 
efforts  would  prove 
successful.  Mordechai 
responds  to  Esther's 
demurral  with  a  rhetorical  question  that 
has  driven  all  great  Jewish  leaders  since: 
“Who  knows,  if  it  was  not  for  a  time 
such  as  this  that  you  have  arrived  at  this 
position?”  We  know  that  Esther  will 
respond  by  rising  to  the  occasion,  risking 
everything  for  the  Jewish  community. 

She  realizes  that  she  is  uniquely 
positioned  to  intervene  and  understands 
that  while  this  is  not  the  role  she  would 
have  chosen,  the  hour  calls  on  her  to  take 
responsibility  for  a  cause  much  greater 
than  herself. 

When  we  gather  on  March  6  for  our 
annual  Gala,  we  will  be  celebrating 
many  things.  Many  lay  and  professional 
hours  go  into  building  our  congregation, 


and  we  all  need  (and  deserve)  a  night  to 
celebrate  the  forward  momentum  of  our 
synagogue.  If  we  only  rejoice  together, 
raise  much  needed  funds  and  come  home 
with  a  few  auction  items,  that  unto  itself 
would  be  enough. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  all  of  those 
things,  we  are  especially  grateful  to  honor 
a  leader  who  follows  Esther’s  model  of 
Jewish  leadership.  At  a  critical  juncture 
in  our  communal  history,  our  immediate 
past  chairman,  Steven  M.  Friedman, 
worked  tirelessly  on  behalf  of  our 
congregation  and  our  people.  Working 
side-by-side  with  Steve  for  five  years,  I 
was  often  struck  by  the  realization  that 
in  addition  to  his  family  and  professional 
commitments,  Steve  held  several 
significant  leadership  roles  in  the  civic 
community.  And  yet,  throughout  his 
tenure,  Steve  prioritized  the  concerns  of 
his  people.  From  the  day-to-day  running 
of  a  not-for-profit,  to  matters  of  long-term 
institutional  identity,  Steve  exemplified 
the  highest  expression  of  Jewish 
leadership.  Steve  rose  to  the  occasion 
and  then  some,  leaving  it  all  out  on  the 
field  and  leaving  our  community  so  much 
stronger  for  his  work  and  his  wisdom. 

Most  importantly,  I  know  that  it 
is  by  Steve  Friedman  that  all  of  us 
in  our  community  can  measure  our 
own  contributions.  The  fact  that  Steve 
gave  so  much  of  himself,  despite  all 


the  obvious  reasons  not  to,  begs  the 
obvious  question.  Can  each  of  us 
claim  that  we  have  made  volunteer  and 
philanthropic  commitments  befitting 
our  responsibilities  to  our  people?  Not 
everyone  will  be  chairman,  but  at  the  end 
of  the  day,  we  should  be  able  to  face  the 
mirror,  our  children  and  the  generations 
to  follow  with  the  knowledge  that  we  too 
have  stepped  up  on  behalf  of  our  people. 
Each  of  us  should  be  able  to  say  that  the 
Jewish  community  is  stronger  for  our 
contributions.  In  this  month  of  Purim 
and  the  Gala,  we  would  all  do  well  to 
take  stock  of  how  well  we  stand  up  to  the 
leadership  ideals  we  hold  dear. 

In  the  case  of  the  Gala,  many  people 
have  indeed  stepped  up  and  given  of  their 
time  towards  its  success.  We  especially 
thank  our  event  chairs  Jennifer  Hoine, 
Stephanie  Leichter  and  Rochelle  Ludwig; 
our  journal  chairs  Nancy  Lascher,  Lizzy 
Markus  and  Jacqui  Weidman,  and  our 
auction  chairs  Natalie  Barth,  Stefanie 
Katz-Rothman,  Sherrie  Moalemzadeh 
and  Melissa  Raskin.  Thank  you  all  for  all 
your  hard  work!

Thank  you,  Steve,  for  everything.  We 
look  forward  to  honoring  you  and 
celebrating  with  you,  Cheri  and  your 
entire  family  on  what  is  sure  to  be  a 
magical  evening.
